Cumberland and Deep Creek Lake resident 
Kim Leonard has donated his Charies Amos painting of the station, which will also be on 
display. Additional renovation will begin soon on the baggage room, which will be transformed 
into a classroom and theater for programs on B&O Railroad and local history. The museum 
committee is starting to recruit volunteers to staff the station/museum when it opens on a 
full-time basis.

533-1050. The committee also hopes to hear from past and current employees of the B&O 
and CSX who may also find volunteering at the station a rewarding experience and could 
share their own personal railroading stories. There will additional open houses at the station 
during Oakland's downtown Christmas celebration, Winter Fest, and next April during the 
commemoration of the sesquicentennial of Jones Raid during the Civil War. The committee 
is expecting the remaining restoration work at the station to be completed this winter, after 
which artifacts will arrive and be placed into the display cases.

become s Black Friday. Tens of millions of 
Americans are expected to hit the big-box stores this 
Friday, with some of them already camping there just 
so they can be the first in line 

While the BF frenzy in the past few years has com- 
menced at midnight Thanksgiving Thursday night, 
a few of the big retailers, including Wal-Mart, have 
decided to move things up by four hours this year, 
meaning they will open for Black Friday shopping at 
8 p.m. on Thanksgiving Day. This decision is now 
drawing criticism from several camps, including some 
employees of these establishments, others who sim- 
ply do not like the idea of people having to work on 
a national holiday, and particularly the United Food 
and Commercial Workers International Union, which 
would just love to secure a foothold in businesses such 
as Wal-Mart, a company that has to date successfully 
repelled such attempts by the union. 

Some employees have threatened a walkout, and a 
group which has ties to the union (Organization Unit- 
ed for Respect at Walmart) has threatened to stage 
protests at about 1,000 stores across the country. In 
response, Wal-Mart has filed an unfair labor practice 
suit against the United Food and Commercial Work- 
ers union with the National Labor Relations Board 
last week asking the NLRB to stop the protests, which 
the retailer claims are an attempt to disrupt its busi- 
ness 

In trying to look at both sides of the issue, yes, 
wouldn't it be nice if retail establishments would back 
off a little and let us all have Thanksgiving back as 
a day of observance and family togetherness? With 
competition among retailers so intense, one would 
expect the BF hours to keep being pushed up, coin- 
mencing, say, at 6 p.m. on Thanksgiving next year; 
then maybe even at noon the following year, ete. And 
wouldn't it be nice if the employees of these establish- 
ments could have a whole day off to enjoy with their 
families? 

On the other hand, free enterprise is crucial to the 
overall economic health of our nation and is one of 
the basic tenets of our way of life. Employers in pri- 
vate business (those in no way subsidized by govern- 
ment) also have certain rights, among them being the 
freedom to reject unions altogether and to set whatever 
days/hours of operation they want. Being competitive 
is a vital component in the survival of a business, and 
the jobs provided are so desperately needed. Those 
who do work on holidays and odd hours typically re- 
ceive extra pay for doing so, and employees who work 
those extra hours this Thanksgiving will likely be off 
next Thanksgiving 

There will also be many other people who will have 
to work on Thanksgiving, and some of them all day 
long, Such @*hospital and emergency on- 
nel. Many other retail businesses.willk be.open on 
Thanksgiving, such as gas stations, convenience stores, 
and fast-food restaurants. So it seems that walking out 
by an employee of Wal-Mart Thursday evening would 
be a rather foolish act, as there are undoubtedly many 
people who would quickly and gladly take that job

On page A-11, the Sth 
column's first full paragraph 
seems to indicate New Ger 
many Lake was recently 
dredged and that state fund 
ing was provided for this 
project. This information is 
incorrect 

As with Deep Creek Lake 
New Germany Lake has 
problems with submerged 
aquatic vegetation (SAV) 
growth affecting the full recre 
ational enjoyment of the lake 
Similarly, New Germany 
Lake has also been the subject 
of Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) studies to 


determine the types of vegeta

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In addition, when the New 
Germany dam was renovated 
in 2008, this allowed for ex- 
perimentation with draw 
down techniques to freeze 
off and kill the SAVs, with 
hope of diminishing their 
return in following seasons. 
This procedure met with very 
limited success, especially 
with warmer summers and 
diminished rainfall/inflows 
into the lake 

However, there has been 
no dredging activity per 
formed in, or funded for, New 
Germany Lake. DNR staff 
continues to monitor New 
Germany Lake in hopes of 
developing viable solutions 
to the SAV and accretion 
problems. Maryland Park 
Service employees do an 
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admirable job of coping with 
the challenge by utilizing 
their staff and enlisting the 
aid of volunteers to rake up 
and dispose of SAVs as they 
affect lake recreation. And, 
local residents continue to 
voice their concerns to DNR 
leadership ‘and elected offi 
cials who have continued to 
express their desires to find 
the proper solution to the 
problem 

Lake problems remain 
twofold First, we are fighting 
nature. Both Deep Creek and 
New Germany lakes were 
Originally small mountain 
streams or a series of small 
streams converging to form 

ade area. Nature's forces 
will still work toward setting 
the landscape back to its origi- 
nal design. This leads to the 
second problem of funding 
Whenever we try to counter 
nature's original design it is 
costly. Even a small lake like 
New Germany (13 acres) 
could take over $1 million 
dollar to restore. The costs 
to do similar work at Deep 
Creek would doubtless be of 
higher magnitude 

Nonetheless, the challenge 
remains to find viable solu 
tions and adequate funding 
if we are to enjoy these re- 
sources in the future. This will 
require the continued efforts 
of government and involved 
citizens

Born May 11, 1932, in 
Baltimore, he was a son of 
the late Leigh and Margaret 
Sanders 

Walter graduated from 
Garrison Forest High School 
in 1950 and received a bach 
elor of arts degree in June 
1956 from Western Maryland 
College, where he majored 
in history and education and 
played baseball 

His first marriage to Carol 
L. Bennett, in 1965, ended in 
divorce. He married Margaret 
(Peg) Artigiani in December 
1986, and she passed away in 
1995 from cancer 

Lt. Col. Sanders was in 
ducted into the Ranger Hall 
of Fame for demonstrating 
extraordinary valor and un 
paralleled leadership during 
combat operations in South 
Vietnam, and for his 26-year 
exemplary career of unwav 
ering, dedicated, and loyal 
service 

He entered the Army in 
1956 and earned the Ranger 
Tab in March 1961. He vol-

saw combat in 1962 as one of 
a small group of elite advis- 
ers to the Army of Vietnam 
Biet Dong Quan (Ranger) 
Units. He earned the coveted 
Combat Infantryman's Badge 
(CIB) and continued to advise 
the BDQ (Ranger) Units for 
the next 18 months. 

Returning to Vietnam 
for his second tour in 1965, 
Capt. Sanders was assigned 
as senior advisor, 43rd BDQ 
(Ranger) Battalion for 13 
months. Leading by example, 
he and his advisory team 
made significant contribu- 
tions resulting in numerous 
battlefield successes. His 
poise under fire while direct- 
ing close air support and 
helicopter gun ships enabled 
the 43rd BDQ (Rangers) to 
achieve key battlefield victo 
ries, often against numerically 
superior forces. Over a thir 
teen month period, Captain 
Sanders was awafded the 
Silver Star for gallantry, the 
Bronze Star for valor, and 
numerous South Vietnamese 
awards for valor 

Major Sanders returned 
to Vietnam in 1968 for his 
third tour as the operations 
officer, 198th Light Infantry 
Brigade and then the 1-52 
Infantry. By now he was 
skilled in counter-insurgency 
operations against enemy 
forces in South Vietnam. Lt 
Col. Sanders materially en 
hanced brigade and battalion 
operational planning for em 
ployment of American Long 
Range Reconnaissance Patrol 
Detachments in their recon 
naissance, surveillance, and 
target acquisition missions 

He was a warrior, fearless 
and calm under fire. He was 
a mentor to subordinates, a 
confidant, and a respected ad 
viser to counterparts. During 
26 years of active service, Lt 
Col. Walt Sanders never wa 
vered from ranger traditions 
and honor of never failing his 
comrades in battle. His coura

In the 
period from roughly 800-200 BC, diverse figures such 
as Coniucius, Buddha, Socrates, and the prophets isaiah 
and Jeremiah were spreading very similar messages 
about what it was to live a good life. Which invariably 


involved some version of the golden rule, i 


e., that we 


should do unto others what we would want them to do to 
us. Perhaps the golden rule is an idea that went viral, and 
perhaps what ultimately makes an idea worth spreading 
is whether or not it contributes to human well-being,

The title of the Resolution, which constitutes a fair summary of the amendments to the Char 
ter, is as follows 
A CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTION amending the Charter of Mayor and Town 
Council of Oakland (the “Town") by adding Section 6-102A thereto authorizing the Town to 
finance or refinance the acquisition of real, personal or mixed property for any public pur 
pose, including (without limitation) to achieve energy performance savings, and related costs 
of issuance by entering into capital leases (as defined herein) and providing that the Town's 
obligation to make periodic payments denominated into principal and interest under a capital 
lease shall be contingent upon the availability of appropriated or other legally available funds 
except as otherwise provided herein; authorizing the Town to pledge or assign the property 
to be acquired in whole or in part pursuant to a capital lease to secure its obligations to make 
payments thereunder; authorizing the Town to enter into escrow agreements, trust agree 
ments, investment agreements financing agreéments, security agreements, mortgages 
Jeeds of trust or similar agreements and any other agreements, documents, certificates or 
nstruments necessary or desirable to consummate the transactions contemplated by a capi 
tal lease; providing that the Town Council may approve, authorize or provide for the financing 
yr refinancing of the acquisition of any property by a capital lease contemplated by Charter 
Section 6-102A by ordinance and/or resolution, and that any such ordinance or resolution 
may delegate to an appropriate official or officials the authority to negotiate, approve, execute 
and deliver any necessary or desirable documentation; providing that the Town may select 
the counterparty or counterparties to any capital lease or related document without complying 
with any public bidding procedures; providing that, except as otherwise provided herein, no 
such capital lease shall be construed as a debt of the Town or constitute a pledge of the full 
faith and credit and taxing power of the Town; authorizing the Town and appropriate officials 
to take any and all action necessary to maintain the exclusion from gross income for federal 
income purposes of interest payable under a capital lease; providing that nothing in Charter 
Section 6-102A shall prevent the Town from entering into any capital lease the interest on 
which shall be includable in gross income for federal income tax purposes; providing that the 
Town may pledge its full faith and credit and unlimited taxing power to the payment of its ob 
ligations under any capital lease by complying with applicable procedures for authorizing and 
issuing its general obligation debt; providing that the provisions of Charter Section 6-102A 
shall be liberally construed to effectuate the financing or refinancing of the acquisition of 
real, personal or mixed property by the Town through capital leases and related documents 
providing that any capital leases and related documents entered into by or on behalf of the 
Town prior to the effective date of the Charter amendments adopted by this Resolution, and 
all ordinances and resolutions passed concerning them, are declared to be valid, legal and 
binding and of full force and effect; and providing for compliance with certain provisions of the 
Annotated Code of Maryland pertaining to Charter amendments 
The amendments to the Charter contained in the Resolution will become effective 
on December 28, 2012, subject to the provisions of Article 23A, Section 13 of the An- 
notated Code of Maryland regarding the right of the qualified voters of the Town to 
petition the proposed amendments to referendum on or before December 18, 2012

best tomes describing what it 
was like to be a soldier during 
the Vietnam conflict 
But there are a number of 
men here in Garrett County 

now between age 55 and 
65 — who make looking up 
the topic on the Internet un 
necessary, because they can 
provide a firsthand account 
of what it was like to serve 
there 

Several of these former 
soldiers gathered together the 
week of Veterans Day and 
provided some insight into 
their own involvement in that 
lengthy, controversial military 
engagement 

Robert Dixon, Deer Park 
was a master chief on a nu 
clear submarine, and while 
he wasn't exactly in a combat 
zone, his assignment had 
plenty of its own dangers 

"You're riding around un 
der the ocean with ballistic 
missiles on board,” he said 
"While every precaution for 
safety was taken, you couldn't 
help almost constantly think 
ing about the power that was 
right next to you.” 

Dwight Mangan of Oak 
land found himself in a 
similar situation. He spoke 
without complaining that 
his submarine went 90 days 
without surfacing 

"The food was good and 
you were treated with respect 
by your fellow submariners,” 
he said. "Still, 90 days is a 
long time to be under the sea 
and away from home." 

Paul Johnson of Barton 
was more of the feet-on-the 
ground type of warrior who 
found himself not only in 
Vietnam, but also in Laos 

"We were working on some 
secret projects to enhance our 
mainline fighter, the Phantom 
jet, and we didn't want any 
enemy eyes watching us," 
he said, adding that he was

He financed his life 
by owning and operating a 
men’s clothing store in down- 
town Oakland. It was in the 
same building that the offices 
of The Republican newspaper 
was (and is) housed, as his 
brother Benjamin was the 
owner and editor of the pa 
per. His brother Edward also 
had his law office in the same 
building 

Daughter Margaret 
("Maug") married Joseph 
McComas, son of Dr. Henry 
McComas. Within one year 
she had a daughter and was 
widowed. She returned to 
her childhood home and lived 
there until her death. During 
her years in the house, the 
only updating she allowed 
the addition of a laun 
dry room, which at one time 
the servants quarters 
A second bathroom to the 
downstairs was also added 
Because of her attachment to 
the home, she made few other 
changes throughout her life 

After Margaret's death, 
the home was purchased by 
Judge Ralph Burnett. He 
lived there for several years 
before needing to downsize, 
and he sold the house to 
the Johnson family. They 
remodeled the kitchen and 
refinished the downstairs 
hardwood floors. They then 
had to leave the house, and 
it sat empty for nearly three 
years. During that time the 
weather took a great toll on 
the exterior of the home. The 
porch columns had broken up 
into the roof, and the back 
porch was completely rotted 
although the yr fared 
fairly well 

The most recent owners 
of the house are Jeffrey and 
Patricia Creech. Upon pur

As December begins, the sun ap 
pears in front of the stars of Ophiuchus,* appearing to drift 
a degree a day eastward relative to the stars. The sun moves 
into the star group Sagittarius on the evening of December 
17, where it stays until mid-January. (*Ophiuchus is the 
Serpent Doctor; the sun spends 2'4 weeks there, versus only 
six days in Scorpius.) The star group Capricornus can be 
seen low in the southwestern dusk. Other prominent eve

of December, Garrett County's sunrises are at about 7:35 
a.m., and sunsets occur at about 5:05 p.m. (about 9.5 hours 
of daylight). So during December, the brighter stars are last 
seen at around 6:30 a.m. standard time, and then reappear 
at about 6 p.m. (late dusk) 

DECEMBER MOON - Because of the full moon in late 
November, there will be evening moonlight on the first few 
days of December. By Dec. 6, the moon will have shifted to 
the morning sky, appearing half-full in the south at dawn 
On the morning of Dec. 10, the crescent moon will appear 
close to the planet Saturn in the southeastern dawn. On the 
next morning, the crescent moon will be below the brilliant 
planet Venus. In the early morning of Dec. 13, the moon 
will swing from the morning to the evening side of the sun 
On the evening of Dec. 15, a very slender crescent moon 
may be seen low in the southwestern dusk. To the left of the 
moon will be the planet Mars. On the evening of Dec. 19, 
the moon appears half-full (first quarter) in the southwest- 
ern dusk. Around this time of month, the moon's craters 
are at their hest through hinoculars or a small te *lescope 
The moon appears near the bright planet Jupiter on Dec 
25. The moon will grow to full on the evening of Dec. 28 

DECEMBER PLANETS - The five nearest planets are 
easily seen by the naked eye during the year, four of them 
shining steadily in contrast to the twinkling stars. (Mercury, 
only seen close to the horizon, may flicker.) Mars can be 
seen very low in the southwestern dusk. The very bright 
planet Jupiter is prominent in the east in the evening hours 
Venus rises about two hours before the sun and dominates 
the eastern dawn. To the right and higher than Venus is the 
planet Saturn. In early December, the planet Mercury can 
be seen very low in the southeastern dawn. Mercury will 
appear below and to the left of Venus 

DECEMBER STARS -~ The Big Dipper's scoop can be 
seen low in the north-northeast. The star group Cassiopeia, 
resembling a stretched out letter "M," is high in the north 
The brightest early evening star is Vega, seen in the north 
west. In the northeast is the bright golden star Capella. As 
the hours pass, Vega drops lower and Capella gets higher 
The star group Orion with his three-star belt can be seen 
in the southeast

Frostburg St. Business College Boosts 
Friday Classes To Curb Binge Drinking

The Frostburg State Uni- 
versity College of Business 
is joining a national effort 
to decrease student binge 
drinking on Thursday nights 
by increasing the number of 
classes held on Fridays 

Ahmad Tootoonchi, pro- 
fessor and dean at the Frost- 
burg College of Business, 
has been working to increase 
the number of Friday classes 
within the college of business 
since he learned they were 
helpful to preventing binge 
drinking on Thursdays, he 
said 

Tootoonchi developed the 
idea after Brandon Busteed, 
founder and president of 
Outside the Classroom — now 
EverFi — gave a presentation 
at Frostburg on student drink 
ing habits about two years 
ago, he said 

"It was from his presenta- 
tion that I learned the benefit 
of Friday classes," Tootoon- 
chi said 

The presentation was a 
part of EverFi's alcohol pre- 
vention coalition, where rep- 
resentatives speak to college 
campuses and provide them 
with information on how to 
decrease student drinking, 
said Helen Stubbs, EverFi's 
vice president of higher edu- 
cation. The company also 
has a course, AlcoholEdu, to 
teach students how to drink 
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responsibly and make them 
"aware of dangers before- 
hand,” she said 

The presentation explained 
the risks involved with drink- 
ing on college campuses, and 
argued that students with no 
Friday classes drank twice as 
much on Thursday nights as 
students who were enrolled in 
early Friday classes 

"Essentially, it gives stu- 
dents the chance to extend 
their weekend — extend their 
high risk behavior — another 
day,” Stubbs said 

Alcohol and binge drink- 
ing is prevalent on college 
campuses — 81 percent of 
college students report they 
have tried alcohol, 68 percent 
say they have been drunk, and 
36 percent reveal they have 
binged on alcohol, accord 
ing to a 2011 Monitoring the 
Future study 

Binge drinking is when a 
person drinks enough within 
two hours to raise one's blood 
alcohol concentration to .08, 
according to the National In- 
stitute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism, which is after 
about four drinks for women 
and five drinks for men. 

Busteed's visit to Frost- 
burg inspired Tootoonchi to 
change the college's course 
schedule. 

"I made that my goal to 
work with department chairs 
and faculty members in the 
school of business to create 
more Friday classes," he said. 
"As soon as they found out 
that, yes, Friday classes mat- 
ter in terms of helping student 
drinking problems, they all 
agreed to do so." 

The number of Friday 
classes at Frostburg's College 
of Business has increased 
from 12 in 2009 to 47 in 2012 

Other universities includ 
ing Syracuse University, Duke 
University, and Clark Uni- 
versity in Worcester, Mass., 
have also increased Friday 
morning classes to curb binge 
drinking on Thursday nights, 
the New York Times reported 

Tootoonchi conducted 
an independent survey of 
Frostburg business students 
and found that there is some 
correlation between Friday 
morning classes and alcohol 
consumption on Thursday 
nights 

However, business stu 
dents Annie Warnick and 
Cody Morton both typically 
have calm Thursday nights 

Warnick is now working 
toward her master's degree 
but had two or three classes 
on Fridays while earning her 
bachelor's at Frostburg and

"Something as specific 
as increasing the number of 
Friday classes can have a 
major impact on our ability 
to retain students who may 
leave Frostburg due to poor 
grades or other issues that are 
related to excessive alcohol 
consumption," Gibralter said 
during fall convocation. "In 
short, if more faculty would 
consider taking action on this, 
it could prove to be a powerful 
retention strategy for FSU, 
and enhance our overall edu- 
cational experience." 

The university now is con- 
sidering expanding the expe- 
rience by increasing Friday 
morning classes across the 
campus 

"What we're really target 
ing now is fall 2013," 
ciate dean of students Jeff 
Graham said. "We'd like to 
see a 10 percent increase in 
the number of Friday classes 
being offered." 

The college of business has 
blazed a trail for the rest of 
the university to follow. 

"All of our colleges are 
looking at ways to schedule

Transportation Museum in Oakland are this 1921 center-door Model T Ford sedan and 
a 1929 Harley-Davidson JDH motorcycle. The center-door T model is among the rarest 
of all the common Ford body types, as only about 180,000 of the 1921 models were 
manufactured, and thus few of them remain intact today. Ford stopped manufacturing 
the center-door model in 1923 when it was considered “too old-fashioned.” An 
interesting fact about this particular car is that its passengers over the past 90-plus 
years included Frank Sinatra, who happened to be a boyhood friend of the previous 
owner of the vehicle. The vehicle is owned by and currently on loan to the museum 
by Don Sincell, Mtn. Lake Park. Even rarer is the 1929 H-D motorcycle, owned and on 
loan by Tom McKee, which was produced in still lower numbers. This particular model, 
which when new sold for $370, was advertised as the "fastest model ever” in 1929, as 
it would reach 100 miles per hour. Although the design is more than 80 years old, the

RECOIL 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 

O. When I fire a rifle, I have to brace it against my shoul- 
der to keep it steady and prevent kicking back. That is called 
“recoil."" What causes it? 

A. This is a very good example of one of the most basic 
laws of physics, the Conservation of Momentum. Newton's 
third law of motion states "for every action, there is an 
equal and opposite reaction." When you fire a rifle, you're 
demonstrating exactly that law of physics 

Momentum is the product of mass times velocity. In 
America-we often talk of mass in "pounds" and velocity 
in "miles per hour,” but the correct scientific units are kilo- 
grams (kg) for mass and meters per second (m/s) for veloc- 
ity. Therefore, momentum is measured in kg m/s 

The law of conservation of momentum holds just as well 
for explosions as it does for colliding objects, whether those 
be baseballs and bats, automobiles or galaxies. In the case 

1f a small amount of gunpowder exploding, the total mo 
mentum of "the system" (comprising gun plus bullet) is zero 
beforehand and therefore must be zero afterward 

You might say, "How can it be zero afterward when the 
bullet is obviously moving?" The important thing to remem- 
ber is that velocity is not just speed, but has a direction, too, 
and when something moves in the opposite direction, it's 
velocity is a negative number 

The equation is simple: Mivi + m2V2 = 0 

Now let's put in some simple numbers as a rough ex 
ample. Suppose a bullet weighs 3 grams (m2 = 0.003 kilo- 
grams) and leaves the gun barrel at V2 = 1,000 m/s. The 
product of 0.003 times 1,000 gives 3 units of momentum, 3 
kg m/s Conservation of Momentum dictates that the rest 
of the system is going to have Miv: = -3 kg m/s. That's 
called "recoil." 

But what is "the rest of the system"? If it's just a rifle 
hanging in free space, where the mass of the gun is Mi = 
3 kg, the velocity in the backward direction must be vi = 

1 m/s. However, when you brace the gun against your 
shoulder, then “the system" becomes [you plus the rifle], 
and the total mass may be typically about 90 kg. In that 
case, the backward velocity drops to -0.033 m/s, which is 
quite small. An astronaut firing a rifle in free space would 
indeed start to move backward slowly. When a hunter has 
his feet planted firmly on the ground, then "the system” is 
connected to the earth, and the mass M: is so huge that the 
velocity vi becomes virtually zero 

It is also possible to build in a means of absorbing the 
momentum of recoil. A military cannon, firing a much 
heavier projectile, sits on a support (a caisson) that moves 
back slightly to absorb the momentum. The recoilless rifles 
used by soldiers on a battlefield allow some of the explosive 
force to go backward, thus balancing the momentum. An 
automobile shock absorber works by compressing a spring 
that moves in a gooey fluid, so the energy and momentum 
get dissipated. Any mechanism where a small component 
moves against a spring can serve to dampen that "equal and 
opposite reaction.” 

The projecting force doesn't have to come from an ex- 
plosion of gunpowder. An air rifle works by releasing com 
pressed air, but only in one direction. That gives a child 
the experience of handling a firearm without much danger 

But recall the phrase "You'll shoot yer eye out, kid" from

So, whether or not one enjoys the arts, support of 
non-profit arts organizations and programs is clearly a 
wise economic investment in one's community. There

An oil painting titled 
"Sandstone Majesty" by 
James C. Groves is being raf- 
fled off by the Garrett County 
Arts Council.

A donation from local 
businessman and arts sup- 
porter Rob Michael made 
this raffle possible, according 
to Karen Reckner, executive 
director of the arts council. 
All proceeds from the raffle 
will benefit the various com- 
munity projects of the arts 
council 

Noted for his large, 
highly detailed grand-view 
geographic oil landscapes, 
Groves is a contemporary 
practitioner of the “Grand 
Landscape" manner of paint- 
ing common to America's 
19th century artists Frederic 
Church, Albert Bierstadt, and 
Thomas Moran. 

Born in Fairmont, W.Va., 
Groves graduated from Frost- 
burg State College with de- 
grees in geography, psychol- 
ogy, and education. After a 
two-year stint as a geography 
teacher, the artist began prac- 
ticing his craft professionally. 
He studied at Washington, 
D.C., galleries, where he 
became primarily skilled at 
utilizing the techniques of 
19th century Hudson River 
painters 

After lengthy study of 
much-older schools of oil 
painting, Groves developed 
a scope of knowledge con- 
cerning traditional oil paint 
ing practice and materials 
His re-creation of numerous 
"lost" painting methods and 
media has had a notable 
influence in the art world, 
Reckner said 

"His creations display a 
thorough knowledge and 
understanding of historical 
oil painting methods and 
materials," Reckner said. 
"His command at depiction 
of the various landscape ele- 
ments — sky, weather, land, 
vegetation, water, mountains

Starred in. the movi 


is second to none. His origi- 
nals achieve life from these 
elements through a curious 
3-dimensional character, a 
rare trait that allows view- 
ers to look ‘into’ the painted 
landscape, rather than simply 
at it.” 

Groves works out of West- 
ern Maryland Gallery, his stu- 
dio near Frostburg. His wife 
Carolyn is an accomplished 
fiber artist, creating tatted 
jewelry and ornaments.

Same-Gender 
Couples May 
Prepare To Wed

LNNAPOI! An opin 
on released last Thursday by 
the orney general's office 
said that same-sex couples 
in Maryland can obtain mar 
riage licenses as soon as Gov 
Martin O'Malley "formally 
proclaims" the results of last 
month's election, which he is 
expected to do on or about 
Dec. 6 (today). 

The law, and therefore the 
licenses, will not be effective 
until Jan. 1. Attorney General 
Douglas Gansler answered 
other questions about the 
implementation of Mary- 
land’s same-sex marriage law 
in the 19-page opinion. 

Gansler and Chief Coun- 
sel Adam Snyder found that 
postdating the licenses’ ef- 
fective date doesn’t impose 
an unconstitutional waiting 
period on same-sex couples 
because it's the ceremony, not 
the license, which validates 
the marriage. 

The attorney general's 
opinion came in response to 
questions from circuit court 
clerks from around the state 
in the wake of last month's 
voter approval of same-sex 
marriage. Same-sex marriage 
was passed by the legislature 
during this year’s session, but 
opponents petitioned the law 
to a referendum 

Voters also approved 
same-sex marriage in Maine 
and Washington, and rejected 
a constitutional ban on same- 
sex marriage in Minnesota, 

Connecticut, lowa, Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire, 
New York, Vermont, and 
the District of Columbia 
also issue same-sex marriage 
licenses.

Q. What's the difference between an LCD and an LED? 
They're both forms of lighting, right? 

A. The full names are: LCD = liquid crystal display, and 
LED = light emitting diode. They've both existed for half 
a century, but became more prominent in recent decades 
They actually function in quite different ways 

The reason both are commercially successful is that they 
use very little energy. Fifty years ago lighting usually in 
volved a bulb with a hot glowing filament, and that method 
of producing light used up a lot of energy. Therefore, bat 
teries had to be replaced more often, and that created the 
incentive to develop these new technologies 

A liquid crystal doesn't produce any light of its 
reflects light in a special way so you can read numbers and 
letters shown on the screen.

Garrett College 
Offers Medical 
Coding Classes

In keeping with Garrett 
College's commitment to 
provide educational opportu 
nities that have the potential 
to lead to employment, the 
Northern Outreach Center 
(NOC) in Grantsville will 
host nine sequential courses 
in the field of medical cod 
ing, beginning January 28 
The initial four courses are 
currently scheduled, with the 
remaining to be scheduled in 
the near future 

Terry Beachy, coordinator 
of the NOC, explained some 
of the benefits of pursuing 
this training opportunity 

"There's never been a bet- 
ter time to get into the health 
care field," she said. "With 
an aging population and an 
emphasis On preventive care, 
skilled health professionals 
are topping the list of fast 
growing careers. According 
to the U.S. Department of 
Labor's Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics, the demand for medi- 
cal coders is projected to grow 
faster than the average for all 
occupations through 2016, 
and a shortage of coders is 
putting upward pressure on 
salaries of medical coders." 

Correct coding is an in 
dispensable element in the fi 
nancial security of all medical 
practices, Beachy explained 
adding that medical coders 
are vital members of the 
health care team

procedures supplies for 


Care Sy she said. "These 


odes are then forwarded t 
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the insurance companies or 
third-party payers and are the 
basis for reimbursement." 

Coding professionals work 
in a multitude of settings 
throughout the health care 
industry, including hospitals, 
physician's offices and clin 
ics, long-term care facilities, 
insurance companies, govern 
ment agencies, home-care 
providers, or anywhere medi- 
cal procedures are performed 

The first sequence of 
courses offered consists of 
Medical Terminology, In 
troduction to Anatomy and 
Physiology, and Medical 
Coding Specialist I & Il 
The second sequence will 
consist of Medical Insurance 
Billing, Introduction to Phar 
macology, Study of Disease 
Process-Pathophysiology, 
Medical Coding Advanced 
and Medical Recordkeeping 
The series will prepare partic- 
ipants for the medical coding 
national certification exam 
and an entry-level position as 
a medical coding specialist 

Felicia Harvey Schrock, 
RN, BSN, CM/DN, will be 
one of the instructors for the 
program. With 29 years of 
nursing experience, including 
psychiatric, medical-surgical, 
pediatric ICU, and home 
health, she has been teaching 
at the Grantsville center of 
Garrett College for six years 

"Electronic medical 
records are here to stay,” 
Schrock said. "All health 
care encounters, from doc- 
tor's office visits to therapy 
rehab to hospitalizations, 
prompt computer entries 
using computer skills driven 
by training in medical term- 
inology, anatomy/ disease, 
and pharmacology, as well as 
coding and billing." 

Elisabeth Myers, who will 
also instruct some of the 
courses, worked as a hospital 
coding supervisor for 29 years 
and has instructed coding 
at both Garrett College and 
Laurel Business Institute. She 
has also worked as a coding 
consultant 

"I have seen many changes 
in coding, including cod 
ers specializing in medical 
specialties, plus increasing 
salaries and demand for certi 
fied coders," she said. "Many 
different career paths are 
available for a certified coder 
auditor, tumor registrar, and 
practice manager, to name 
a few."

The third course in the 
sequence is titled Medical 
Coding Specialist I. This 
course provides a basic in- 
troduction to International 
Classification of Diseases 
(ICD) coding. Topics include 
current procedural termi 
nology overview, review of 
conventions used in ICD, and 
fundamental! coding guide 
lines. These classes will be 
held on Saturdays from April 
20 to June 15, 8 a.m. to3 p.m 

The fourth course, Medi- 
cal Coding Specialist I, ad 
dresses additional diagnostic 
and procedural coding, re 
ferred to as Current Proce- 
dural Terminology (CPT) 
The course is designed to 
broaden coding knowledge 
and enhance coding skills by 
covering a variety of medical 
specialties and coding issues 
encountered in the health 
care office. Classes will meet 
Tuesdays and Thursdays from 
June 18 to August 20, 6 to 
9:15 p.m 

"Once the student com 
pletes these four courses 
the additional five will be 
available, completing the full 
battery of coursework to pre 
pare for the American Health 
Information Management As- 
sociation certification exam," 
said Beachy. "Earning the 
CCA (Certified Coding Asso 
ciate) designation will usually 
garner the highest pay rate for 
the individual.” 

Schrock also pointed out 
that the initial four classes 
of the series may help dis 
placed workers seeking a 
career change to some health 
related field.

He noted that Ocean City 
receives an appropriation that 
has increased from $500,000 
to $1 million a year for beach 
restoration projects. 

Schmidt also asked why 
Deep Creek access and water- 
front property owners had to 
pay for the total maintenance 
of the buffer strip, which in- 
cludes 65 ~-iles of shoreline, 
when the state owns the lake 

‘Do ocean front property 
owners in Ocean City have to 
pay to protect their beaches,” 
he asked. "Probably not. Do 
they pay for the jetties that 
prevent sand erosion? Prob- 
ably not. Why do we?" 

Schmidt told Edwards and 
Beitzel that now is the time 
for them to put forth an ap 
propriation bill in the General 
Assembly to get funds for 
Deep Creek Lake, as is done 
tor Ocean City 

"It could be on a per capita 
basis, it could be on a tax 


revenue basis, some kind of 
basis of fair equity to provide 
funds for Deep Creek Lake,” 
Schmidt said 

Edwards noted there are 
waterway improvement funds 
that can be used for certain 
things at Deep Creek Lake 

“The Department [of Nat- 
ural Resources] will tell that 
they don't have much money 
in there, but they still get 
several million dollars, and 
they're the ones who set the 
priority in where that money 
is spent," the senator said 
"My argument is you (DNI 
own the lake this 
money ought to here 
to help benefit Deep Creek 
Lake." 

He indicated a revenue bill 
probably would not get very 
far in the General Assembly 
approval process because 
there are monies that can 
be used now under existing 
revenue flow. 

"We just need to keep beat- 
ing on them to use a lot of 
that money*here," Edwards 
said, adding, however, that 
DNR is pretty hard to work 
with any more 

Executive director Bar- 
bara Beelar, Friends of Deep 
Creek Lake, said her group 
was circulating a petition, 
which asks the governor to 
provide staff and financial 
support to save the lake, as he 
has done for the Chesapeake 
and coastal bays 

"It only seems fair, and 
that's basically our theme,” 
she said. "This is something 
you all (Edwards and Beitzel) 
have been battling with.

It seems inevitable that certain taxes will be raised, b« 
it for the top 2% (as desired by the Obama administra 
tion), and that there will be some significant spending 
cuts in federal programs (as desired by primarily GOP 


congressional members). 


While tax increases on the wealthy may well be 
justifiable, there are clearly areas of vast, uncontrolled 
bleeding of dollars in some government programs that 
must, sooner (preferably) or later, be brought under 


control. 


The goal of taking care of people who are for vari- 
ous reasons down and out is truly worthy and should 
be foremost in the hearts and minds of all elected of- 
ficials. However, some of those "safety-net" programs 
have been allowed to go way beyond that initial, wor- 
thy intention, expanded to the point that they are now 
enabling and promoting total dependence and poverty 
among people who can and should be contributing. 

A case in point: Supplemental Security Income 
According to an excellent column on this subject by 
Nicholas Kristof (New York Times), four decades ago 
the great majority of children who were covered by 
SSI had severe physical handicaps or mental retarda- 
tion that created great financial hardship for parents, 
some of whom could not hold jobs because of having 
to provide the extra care for their truly disabled chil- 
dren. This equated to about 1% of all poor children. 
Today, more than half of the disabilities covered are 
for other, less clear-cut intellectual disabilities, well 
short of mental retardation (difficulty in learning to 
read, difficulty with math, etc.). Now 8 percent of all 
low-income children are receiving SSI coverage, at an 
annual cost of over $9 billion. 

Further, Kristof notes a 2009 study showing that 
nearly two-thirds of these children make the transition 
at age 18 into SSI for the adult disabled. They may 
well never hold a job in their adult lives, condemned 
to a life of government handouts and poverty, the very 
condition that the program was originally designed 


to fight. 


The column goes on to state that there are even cas 
es of children being pulled out of their literacy classes 
in rural areas of Kentucky because as children become 
literate, it becomes more difficult for the parents to 
continue to collect those SSI monies. As Kristof notes, 


the bottom line is that we shouldn't try to fight 


poverty with a program that sometimes perpetuates 


it." 


In all probability, Congress and the president will 
come up with a short-term, band-aid arrangement to 
prevent the predicted, now-proverbial, fall over the fis- 
cal cliff in a few weeks, but it seems clear that some 
major reform of government "support" programs will 
be crucial for the long term. Otherwise, one day in the

When you flood this "to 
pography” to create a lake, 
and because the water level 
of a lake lies flat (although 
there are stories that some 
one once wanted the lake 
level surveyed to see if it was 
really flat), that means that 
the southern end of the lake 
has to be shallower than the 
northern end. This is very 
clear from the bathymetric 
data. This is also very simple 
science. The coves follow 
that same pattern. They are 
like mini-lakes that connect 


to all the others. As a result, 
where the dry lande change 
elevations gradually, shallow 
coves in the lake will occur 
naturally. It's very basic sci 
ence 
The other point made was 
that the lake needs to be re 
stored. There is very little to 
restore, because not a whole 
lot has changed over the 
years. Yes, there is sedimenta 
tion — nature's way of combat 
ting man-made changes to 
our earth. The ongoing DNR 
study will disclose where and 
how much sediment has been 
deposited, but not where it 
came from; however, the re 
sults are not in yet 
To minimize sedimenta 
tion is to have a sensible 
shoreline protection plan, one 
based on scientific knowledge 
of local — not bay — condi 
tions. We need to encourage

The cost of removing 
sediment from Deep Creek 
Lake to allow boating in 
the shallow areas when the 
lake stage is below elevation 
2,460 would be very high 
And, it would take more than 
removing sediment to accom 
plish this because the coves 
were shallow as soon as the 
lake was flooded. The work 
could not be accomplished 
by dredging. A dredge has 
to float in order to work. A 
better way to remove the 
material would be to lower 
the lake enough to allow 
operations in the dry, using 
earth-moving equipment. The 
coves that are shallow have 
always been shallow. The us 
ability by boats is a function 
of water levels 

The amount of water com 
ing into the lake and going 
out of the lake is the same as 
it has always been. It is the 
balance of inflow vs. outflow, 
known as a water budget 
which needs to be studied to 
afford a fair distribution of 
this asset. The nature of the 
recharge of the lake from run 
off and groundwater needs t 
be modeled. Then decisions 
about how the water is re 
leased can be made from the 
model consistently and fairly 

It is the published opin 
ion by DNR biologists that 
invasive aquatic species have 
not supplanted native aquatk 
species in the lake. The per 
centage of Eurasian water 
milfoil has not increased 
in counts made by DNR in 
2010, 2011, and 2012. The 
expanded growth of aquatic 
plants in general is because of 
increased nutrient levels and 
higher water temperatures

It's more than just the 
holiday blues. Depression at 
Christmas time can be partic- 
ularly painful, and sometimes 
even dangerous 

Pauline, a Garrett County 
resident, knows all about it 
She spends every Christmas 
alone in a small upstairs 
apartment with her aging cat 
on hei lap She knows the cat 
is old enough to pass on, but 
she also knows that for now 
it is the best companion she 
can have. 

She lights up one corner of 
her small living space with a 
few tiny Christmas decora- 
tions. 

Pauline is not happy. She 
knows that during this holi- 
day season she is alone again 
Her only child was killed in a 
car accident, and her husband 
simply collapsed and died one 
day. Pauline was left alone in 
the world. 

Professor House, a psy 
chologist that Pauline watch 
es on television, offered this 


advice: "If you are alone at 
Christmas time and you real 
ize that you are coming down 
with depression, reach out 
by telephone to someone ~ a 
family member, a friend, or a 
professional.

Professor House warns 
that depression can "sneak up 
on" a person in various forms 
One may simply begin to feel 
more tired that usual, or start 
sleeping through the alarm 
A person may procrastinate 
when it comes to holiday

The biggest fear of rela 
tives and friends of a severely 
depressed person is the poten 
tial for one deciding to take 
his or her own life. Warning 
signs include a family history 
of suicide, loss of a relative

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Maryland School Systems Working 
To Soften Zero- Tolerance Policies

The updates come at a 
time when school disciplin 
ary practices are facing more 
scrutiny — the Justice Depart- 
ment filed a lawsuit in Octo- 
ber alleging that the city of 
Meridian, Miss., among other 
entities, violated students’ 
rights by creating a "school- 
to-prison pipeline." 

"We're seeing across the 
country an increase in more 
serious consequences for stu- 
dents for what was considered 
to be traditional disciplinary 
matters," said Judith Browne 
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NAMED FRATERNALIST OF THE YEAR - Lillian 
Guthrie of Grantsville was recently named Woodmen 
of the World Fraternalist of the Year. Only one person 
was chosen for this award from Maryland, New Jersey, 
and Washington, D.C. Guthrie is a member of Woodmen 
Lodge 41, and Is pictured receiving the award from Jeff 
Shoemaker, fraternal coordinator. 


Dianis, who has done work 
with the school-to-prison 
pipeline since 1999 through 
the Advancement Project, a 
civil rights organization 

In some cases, punishment 
goes beyond just suspension 
and expulsion to become a 
criminal act. Dianis said there 
has been an increase in refer- 
ring students to law enforce- 
ment for in-school incidents, 
which means students face 
consequences as severe as 
incarceration 

The Advancement Proj- 
ect is working with the state 
board in its effort to update 
the state discipline code to 
keep students in school and 
out of the legal system. Dia- 
nis, the organization's co 
director, said the board is 
focusing on alternatives to 
out-of-school punishment, 
such as in-school suspensions 
and Saturday school 

"If you're not in class 
you're less likely to gradu 
ate, and that's the ultimate 
goal,” said Bill Reinhard 
state Department of Educa 
tion spokesman 

Reinhard said the state 
board wanted to examine 
its policies after learning of 
several instances in which 
students were disciplined for 
nonviolent acts because of 
zero tolerance 

Severe zero-tolerance poli 
cies that allowed students to 
be incarcerated for minor 
offenses are what led to the 
Justice Department's lawsuit 
in Meridian. For example 
students in Meridian can be 
incarcerated for dress code 
violations and flatulence in 
class, the Justice Depart 
ment’s findings letter states 

Maryland State Board of 
Education members are also 
concerned about disparities 
in treatment for minorities, 
a phenomenon Dianis said 
is common in the school-to- 
prison pipeline. Civil rights 
lawyers say Meridian's poli 
cies disproportionately affect 
black students and students 
with disabilities 

"When you look behind 
the numbers in school district 
after school district across the 
country, it's children of color 
who are feeling the brunt of 
these policies,” Dianis said

Some schools across the 
state have already made 
changes, and officials said 
they are seeing results. Bal 
timore City schools 
suspension rate has decreased 
by more than 60 percent since 
2010, when the Ady 
Project helped the

I read in one of your recent columns 
that Caruso’s American Victor Real 
Seal recordings are fairly common 
and not worth that much. What about 
the Zonophones? -- A Reader in 
Kissimmee, Fla 

A: You are correct about the Caruso 
Red Seals. Most sell in the $5 to $25 
range, pending on rarity and 
condition 

Caruso, probably the most legendary 
classical tenor who ever lived, was 
born in Naples in 1873. He made his 
operatic debut in 1894 and after 
establishing his singing chops in 
Europe, arrived in the United States 
in 1902 where he began a long 
association with the New York 
Metropolitan Opera. His first major 
recording in the U.S. was "Vesti La 
Glubba” from "I Pagliacci,” cut in 
1904 at the Victor studios. It charted 
as the best-selling recording in the 
country that May 

Caruso made only a few Zonophone 
recordings. Since they 
they also are expensive. Several 
have sold in the $5,000 to $10,000 
range. Someone who might be able 
to advise you is Richard Gesner, 
owner of "The Music Connection 
one of the premier record shops in 
New England.

Information 
on generator safety is avail- 
able on the county web site, 
Garrett County.org, or by 
contacting your vendor 

State Highway Admin- 
istration officials anticipate 
that the Snow Emergency 
Plan will go into effect to- 
night, Thursday, Dec. 20, 
and recommend that citizens 
limit travel and use caution 
Officials ask that unnecessary 
travel be curtailed 

County officials urge all 
citizens to check on neigh-

One hardly knows where to begin in response to the 
tragedy, as there are a number of areas that must be 
examined. How to improve security in our schools, 
how to more effectively reach and treat the mentally 
tormented in our society before they commit such 
horrendous acts, what must be done in order to dra- 
matically reduce the numbers and types of weaponry 
available to the public, and what role is exposure to 
so much violence playing in the mind-set of our citi- 
zenry, particularly our young people? 

There are numerous editorials to be found in these 
topics, but the one selected for today centers on the 
utter irresponsibility of the media, particularly that of 
television and Internet, as the tragedy unfolded last 
Friday. The feeding frenzy began, as reporters from 
every major television network tried to see who could 
get to Newtown first, and soon thereafter began broad- 
casting information that was woefully inaccurate. In 
the quest to be first, in what has become a game of 
media one-upmanship, wrong information about the 
incident was repeatedly circulated literally around the 
world. The primary objective of reporting accurate in 
formation became secondary to seeing who could beat 
whom in this game. It was disgraceful, particularly to 
those of us who are in the same business 

here is a second, considerably more serious prac 
tice by major media that must change as our nation 
attempts to prevent such heinous acts from being re 
peated — the in-depth, ad nauseum, personal coverage 
of the killer or killers. In nearly every case, the villains 
in these events are angry, damaged individuais whose 
sense of self-esteem is well below zero. They feel in- 
visible, and thus typically crave attention. It makes no 
difference whether the attention is positive or negative 
Every school teacher sees this in some children on 
practically a daily basis. It does not take a doctorate 
in psychology to grasp this concept. Yet, so many of 
those in the media — generally a relatively intelligent 
lot — don't seem to get it; or don't care. 

Yes, the public in this country "has a right to know." 
But only go to a certain extent. Mental health experts 
also truly need to know what makes these people tick 
in order to more effectively treat them. But we do not 
need to see this young man's photograph plastered all 
over every network, evey day, for weeks or months 
This is precisely the kind of recognition these people 
so desperately desire, and our media make sure they 
get it. Undoubtedly there are many other damaged 
people out there, some of whom with the notion, "So, 
you think what this guy did was bad. Just you wait..." 
Frankly, we really don't even need to hear his name, 
at least not after an initial identification.

Please do not assume by my writing this that I am re- 
motely asserting that I have all the answers; likewise, don't 
preach to me that the answers are clear to you. I write, 
not to invite arguments, or engage in Facebook-style “non- 
discourse” discourse, but so that I can sleep at night 

Please do not diminish God to your children by assert- 
ing that this was part of "His Plan." I can only imagine the 
God, the Mother and Father source of us and of all living 
things, and of all beauty and of all love, weeping much 
more than we even have the capacity to weep 

Please do not diminish God's grace by asserting that God

Lov 
ing one child is optimistic — two, doubly so. Imagine taking 
responsibility for 20, or maybe 25 

I define that as optimism on steroids 

As a parent, you get to keep the same kids season after 
season. As soon as you've known your own for about a min- 
ute and a half, they start to grow on you and you wouldn't 
dream of swapping them out for another set. In fact, the 
thought is painful; your heart can't even contemplate the 
idea. 

Now, imagine swapping out your 20 for a new group 
each year. Just about the time you get to know the ones in 
your care, they up and move on to bigger and better things, 
leaving you to start all over with a couple dozen little new- 
bie strangers. 

I call that crazy optimism on steroids. Or, to use another 
term: the work of a teacher 

Teaching is near the top of the list of the most noble of 
professions, yet often one we take for granted. The majority 
of us send our children off each morning with homework in 
their backpacks and Froot Loops on their breaths and don't 
give it a second thought. We rest assured our kids will learn 
the multiplication facts, their spelling list for the week, and 
the difference between a liquid and a solid. They'll eat lunch 
in the cafeteria, sing in the music room, and play outside 
during recess. Through it all, they will be safe, because they 
are with their teacher 

Most teachers go into the profession because they love 
kids and want to educate them. Now, however, we ask a 
whole lot more. We expect them to teach to state and fed 
eral standards, when kids in their classroom may come to 
school hungry, or without a good night's sleep. We expect 
them to utilize technology and the latest in teaching tech- 
niques, when what some of their students need most is a 
hug. They are required to pacify demanding helicopter par- 
ents and make up for the absence of those too busy to come 
to school conferences. On top of everything else, we ask 
them to keep our kids safe — from things too evil to mention 
in the classroom. 

Most teachers chose the profession knowing they'd need 
to keep kids safe. Safe from skinned knees during recess 
and sunburned shoulders during the spring field trip. They 
expected to lead discussions about Harriet Tubman and 
Christopher Columbus, not where to hide if a bad stranger 
enters the school. They expected to be familiar with the 
pull of a child's arms around their neck, not the weight 
of a lanyard with keys equipping them for lockdown at a 
moment's notice 

When | was a kid, the scariest thing at school was the 
tornado drill — and it was just a drill. What we are currently 
experiencing is no longer a drill 

My mom taught first grade and forged in me a great 
respect for teachers. However, in all honesty (and with a 
bit of embarrassment) when my daughter, now a college 
junior, first expressed an interest in teaching, I hesitated. 
I wasn't sure I wanted her to go into the most noble of 
professions — simply because of, the sacrifices and risks and 
overwhelming expectations placed hers today. I fear 
what we are asking is becoming too much 

L'xe most 18-year-olds, she listened to me politely, and 
then vent on to follow her own plans. People go into teach- 
ing because they are passionate about what they do, not 
based on advice from their mothers. It is a calling. You 
can't change that 

I could no more tell my daughter not to teach than she 
could tell me not to write 

So we are back to optimism on steroids. Said another 
way, teaching is a headfirst dive into the deep end of ideal- 
ism with an enduring and intrinsic trust in one's own buoy- 
ancy. Teachers have become lifeguards in the true sense of 
the word. As far as I'm concerned, they've been in the deep 
end long enough. It's time we throw them a life preserver, 
drape a warm dry towel over their shoulders, and show 
them, by our actions, how important they are — not only to 
our children, but to all of us

"Calling 9-1-1 is almost 
always the fastest way to 
get lifesaving treatment,” a 
Health Department spokes 
person noted.” Emergency 
medical services staff can 
begin treatment when they 
arrive — up to an hour sooner 
than if someone gets to the 
hospital by car. Emergency 
medical professionals can 
also initiate life-saving mea 
sures for someone whose 
heart has stopped."

MEMOIRS OF AN IMAGINARY FRIEND 
by Matthew Dicks 
C. 2012, St. Martin's Press, $24.99; 314 Pages

You had no one to blame but yourself. You forgot, you 
ignored, you missed out. You broke a promise, maybe a 
spirit, feelings were hurt, and apology is long overdue 
There is no defense because you admit it: It's your fault 

Guilty as charged, and now's the time when you wish 
you were a kid again. At least you'd have someone to point 
a finger at, but in the book Memoirs of an Imaginary Friend 
by Matthew Dicks, a pretend friend did more than just take 
the blame. 

Budo doesn't remember when he was born. One day, 
when Max Delaney was 4, he started imagining Budo and 
just like that, Budo "popped into existence," knowing only 
what Max knew 

Still, Budo knows he's lucky. Max imagined him with 
arms, legs, and a face, and he can go places without Max, 
which is handy for eavesdropping. He's also been around 
for almost five years, which is a lot longer than most imagi- 
nary friends. He's around because Max needs him and vice 
versa: As long as Max believes, Budo survives 

Nobody really knows what's wrong with Max, although 
some say he has Asperger's. He hates to be touched, though 
he likes people from far away. Budo likes Max's family and 
most of Max's teachers, but he doesn't like Mrs. Patterson 
She's not really all that nice and she makes Max keep se- 
crets from Budo 

As the school year progresses, Budo explores the neigh- 
borhood while Max is asleep, he meets other imaginary 
friends, and he protects Max from a boy who's bullying him 
at school. The bully, though, isn't Budo's biggest worry; 
Budo's more worried about Mrs. Patterson because she likes 
to take Max out in the parking lot to sit in her car. They 
don't go anywhere. They just sit 

But one day, they don't just sit, and Budo's sure that Max 
knew about that. Max might even admit to knowing, but 
Budo can't ask because he can't find Max, which means the 
grown-ups can't either 

Max is gone, but Budo knows Max is still alive because 
he's still alive, too. How long that will last is anyone's 
guess 

Flat-out, hands-down, no doubt, Memoirs of an Imaginary 
Friend is a wonderful, wonderful novel 

Some 65 percent of adults had an imaginary friend once 
upon a time, and author Dicks will make you remember 
the one you loved before you grew up. The difference is 
that here, Dicks allows the innocence of childhood to butt 
against the harshness of delusion and the emergence of 
reality. His own imagination soars in creating Budo; we 
peek into a world we'd never usually see, and it's incredibly 
captivating. Then Dicks chills us to the core just before he 
breaks our hearts 

This is one of those novels that takes you by the hand 
on page one and doesn't let go. It's sweet and sad, and I 
think you'll love it, so grab Memoirs of an Imaginary Friend 
and have a seat. Miss it, and you have nobody to blame 
but yourself

How many of us live in prisons of our own making? If 
you feel constrained by the circumstances of your life 
and yet those circumstances are largely your own 
creations, then you have indeed built yourself a prison. 
Henry David Thoreau writes about those who have 
‘forged their own golden or silver fetters," accumulating 
wealth and property to the point where they are literally 


enslaved to it. He reminds us that "A man is rich in 


proportion to the number of things he can afford to let 


alone." And a man is free in the same proportion The 


ultimate freedom is to have the liberty of mind and spirit 


to do as one would choose, free of duress or external 
control. Most adults live life free of external control, and 


yet we feel constrained by the circumstances of our lives. 


We must toil and work like slaves because we have 
allowed materialism to become our master. We are 
slaves to our appetites and desires because we have 


allowed hedonism lo become our master. And we are 
imprisoned by our own minds because we fail to see that 
there are other ways to think and live. The Sufi poet 
Rumi asks "Why do you stay in prison when the door is so 
wide open?" The answer can only be that it is a prison of 


our own choosing.

When prop- 
erly stacked, the individual 
pieces of wood are in a line, 
parallel to and touching each 
other 

Bulk sales of firewood 
must be accompanied by a 
delivery ticket containing the

Instead of dwelling on the Mayans, this might be a good 
time to think back to the beginning of the universe, and 
how our scientific theories about it have developed during 
the last 100 year 

Astronomy a! mology go clear back to Aristotle, but 
in 1912, we had no idea of separate galaxies. There were 
some fuzzy objects out there, but telescopes weren't good 
enough to resolve what they actually were 

Then along came Einstein's General Theory of Relativ 
ity, which was a « prehensive theory uniting space and 
time and gravity. Einstein's theory was totally different from 
what people had previously assumed. But Einstein's previ 
ous theoretical accomplishments (four important new theo 
ries in 1905) assured that many scientists at least paid atten 
tion. By 1918, a liction of Einstein's theory was verified 
via an experiment conducted during a solar eclipse, and 
that greatly enhanced the credibility of General Relativity 

Soon many more scientists got interested, because it 
was possible to associate the huge amount of observed as- 
tronomical data with a theory that made sense of it all 
The measurable difference in light arriving from some very 
distant stars (the “red shift") provided convincing evidence 
that the universe was expanding — and that begged for an 
explanation 

Einstein's equations of General Relativity involved ten 
sor calculus, which was unfamiliar to most scientists at the 
time; but a few set

Around 1922, a Russian named Alexander Friedmann 
worked out a solution for a universe expanding from a sin- 
gular starting point; unfortunately, he died soon thereaf- 
ter and his work wasn't noticed. Working independently, 
Georges LeMaitre, a Belgian Catholic priest, solved Ein- 
stein's equations for a universe starting at time t = 0 and 
expanding from a singular point to its present size. LeMai- 
tre turned that in as his doctoral thesis to both Harvard and 
MIT in 1925, and that was quickly noticed in the western 
scientific world 

When Einstein heard of LeMaitre's work, he scoffed at 
it, and that disdain put LeMaitre into an uphill struggle 
The impression of a steady unchanging universe "out there" 
was very strong in those days, and the thought of everything 
starting off at a single point was incomprehensible to most 
physicists, Other critics sneeringly invented the phrase "big 
bang” to pile on the ridicule 

It's an interesting footnote to history that foolish people 
dismissed Einstein at first, using the derisive term "Jewish 
physics." But Einstein became so well respected that in 
1939 he signed a letter to President Roosevelt pointing out 
the possibility of an atomic bomb, and soon the United 
States began the Manhattan Project to build it. Fortunately 
for us, the Nazis believed their own anti-Semitic propa

FLU VACCINI 
by Dr. Stephen I. Parks 

QO. My wife wants me to get a flu shot, but I'm not sure it's 
worth it. My neighbor got the vaccine last year and immediately 
got sick. Later that winter she caught the flu anyway. Are these 
shots any good? 

A: Good enough. Life's a gamble, but when you have a 
winning hand, you should play it. Getting the flu shot isn't 
a sure thing, but it really does put the odds in your favor 

Flu shots have been studied for many years and in many 
ways, and the results all point to the same thing: You can 
reduce your chances of getting the flu better than half if 
you get the shot. Even if you get the flu, you might recover 
faster. But if you are allergic to eggs, avoid the shot, because 
eggs are used to make the vaccine. 

At any time, there are dozens of immunologically differ- 
ent flu virus strains around the globe. These strains travel 
everywhere at the speed of a passenger jet. The only way 
to be immune to all of them is to catch every single kind of 
flu. Or get vaccines against them all. Scientists at the CDC 
(Centers for Disease Control and Prevention) don't believe 
it's practical to vaccinate people against all the strains, and 
new ones keep popping up anyway. So they do the next 
best thing 

Every spring they look at the types of flu that are in 
circulation. Then they look into their crystal ball (actually, 
a computer model) to see what strain of flu is most likely 
to produce outbreaks next winter. Then they tell manufac 
turers to start making vaccines against the top three or so 
strains 

During the summer, stockpiles are built up, and then in 
the fall we roll up our sleeves at the local drugstore. What 
we get is the result of bets placed by CDC back in March 
A lot can happen in eight months, and the CDC may have 


miceced a strain that + w il! get you 
MUSsle a Aa 


This year it looks like CDC’ s bets paid off. The early 
outbreaks of flu are a strain that was included in this year's 
vaccine. If you get the vaccine, you will probably be pro 
tected from that virus. If you are old, your immune system 
may not be so responsive to the vaccine; but even then, your 
case could be milder from being partly prepared. 

And, of course, there are all those other, different viruses 
floating around that the CDC considered less of a threat 
The vaccine will do nothing to protect you against them, 
so your protection from the flu won't be complete. But you 
may already be immune to those viruses — either because 
sometime in your life you caught that strain, or because a 
past vaccine included that strain. Studies show that you cut 
your odds of getting any kind of flu by around half if you 
get the shot; better in some years than others, depending on 
how lucky CDC was. 

Another thing — By getting vaccinated you protect not 
only yourself, but the people you would pass it on to if you 
got sick. And for heaven's sake, if you get sick, stay home! 
Don't dope yourself up and go to work because you're too 
macho to let a little flu get you down. You'll just make your 
friends sick, too 

If you are not allergic to eggs, get the shot. Many insur 
ance plans even cover the cost. It’s a good bet for them 
because it can save them the Cost of hospital care

And since 1975, the youthful, 
familiar face of Dick Clark has 
been beamed over the airwaves 
from New York City’s Times 
Square, where he brought 
America's most famous New 
Year's celebration into people's 
homes with. “Dick Clark s New 
Year's Rockin’ Eve” on ABC 

Sadly, Clark passed away in 
April this year after suffering a 
heart attack, but his New Year's 
legacy will live on thanks to his 
chosen successor. The New Year's 
Eve legacy of “America’s Oldest 
Teenager” will be carried on with 
"Dick Clark's New Year's Rockin’ 
Eve With Ryan Seacrest,” broad- 
cast live from Times Square on 
Monday, Dec. 31 

Clark created the show to ring 
in 1973 before taking over as 
host in 1975, bringing his iconic 
youthful energy to the celebra 
tion. In the decades since, he was 
the face of the new vear to many 
families. When Clark suffered a 
stroke in 2004, Regis Philbin gra 
ciously stepped in on short notice 
to ring in 2005. The following 
year marked Seacrest's first 
appearance as Clark's “Rockin’” 
co-host and executive producer 
Seacrest took over most of the 
hosting duties for the televised 
celebration, but the recovering

And what a life it was 
Although he got his start in radio, 
Clark is best remembered for his 
accomplishments on TV. His big 
break happened when he took 
over the show “Bandstand,” 
which was renamed “American 
Bandstand” when it moved to 
ABC in 1957 

“American Bandstand” became 
the voice of a generation of 
youth. The after-school program 
featured teenagers dancing to 
popular rock ‘n’ roll music, and 
Clark's smiling, approachable 
demeanor is often credited with 
helping to make the genre, which 
was often cast as the music of 
teenaged rebellion (and often 
referred to as “the devil's 
music”), more acceptable to par 
ents and older generations 

“American Bandstand” was 
also instrumental in helping to 
break down racial barriers. Not 
long after taking over 
“Bandstand,” Clark threw out the 
show's policy of only playina 
music by white musicians and 
began playing records of black 
artists alongside those of their 
white contemporaries. It was a 
bold move in an age of civil 
rights rumblings, and the 
youthful host took it even fur- 
ther when he abolished seg- 
regated seating amongst the 
studio audience

MUSIC MEMORIES: On Aug. 6, 2012, the world 
suffered the loss of one of the greatest American 
composers the entertainment industry has ever 
known. Now, on the last night of the year, talented 
performers whose careers have felt the powerful 
influence of Marvin Hamiisch are paying tribute to his 
extraordinary contributions and achievements. 

Originally, Hamlisch was booked to conduct the 
New Year's Eve concert by the New York 
Philharmonic, but his sudden death has inspired orga- 
nizers to use the event to honor his memory. 

Directed by Lonny Price, the televised special, titled 

“One Singular Sensation: Marvin 
Hamlisch,” will air on PBS under its “Live From 
Lincoln Center® banner on Dec. 31. 

Host Audra McDonald (ABC's “Private Practice”) 
will be joined by violinist Joshua Bell, actress Megan 
Hilty (NBC's “Smash”), singer Josh Groban, actor Raul 
Esparza (Broadway's “Speed-the-Plow”), musician 
Michael Feinstein, actress Kelli O'Hara (Broadway's 
“Sweet Smell of Success”), actress Maria Friedman 
(Broadway's “The Woman in White”) and opera sing- 
er Frederica Von Stade as conductor Paul Gemignani 
leads them and the Philharmonic through a special 
program featuring Hamiisch’s music. 

Among Hamlisch’s many successes is 
a case full of trophies. His work won him three 
Oscars, four Grammys, four Emmys, three Golden 
Globes, a Tony and the Pulitzer Prize, making him one 
of the most decorated members of the entertainment 
industry. 

He's best known for writing the music for such 
stage productions as “A Chorus Line,” “Sweet Smell
